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Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  for  this  district  is  provided  by  the  Urban  District 
Council  and  is  obtained  from  2 deep  bores  at  the  Council  Waterworks,  South- 
minster  Road.  In  addition  to  the  deep  bores  there  are  four  Abyssinian  Tubes 
which  have  in  recent  years  only  been  used  during  prolonged  dry  periods  but, 
due  to  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  water  for  domestic  and  dietetic  purposes, 
these  Tubes  are  now  in  use  some  8 months  in  the  year.  There  remains  a need 
for  suitable  and  sufficient  water  storage  facilities. 

In  order  to  check  purity  the  following  routine  water  samples  were 
taken  from  public  and  private  supplies  during  the  year:- 

Rorehole  No.  2-12  bacteriological  and  2 chemical  samples. 

Holst  Tower  - 12  bacteriological  samples. 

Private  Wells  - 4 bacteriological  samples. 

The  results  of  these  samples  were  satisfactory  and  show  the  waters  to 
be  wholesome. 

Factories 


In  terms  of  the  Factories  Act  1961  there  are  48  premises  registered  in 
thi3  district.  No  serious  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  found  during  routine 
visits  of  inspection  to  factories.  As  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Appendix  I to  this  report  sets  out  the  prescribed  particulars  on  the  administra- 
tion of  this  1961  Act. 

Houseboats  and  Jetties 


The  Essex  County  Council  Act  1952  requires  the  owners  of  houseboats 
to  make  application  to  the  Local  Authority  for  consent  to  mocr  houseboats  and 
fcr  the  erection  of  jetties.  At  the  end  of  the  year  this  Council  had  authorised 
and  given  their  consent  to  a total  of  13  houseboats,  8 of  which  have  jetties. 
This  total  remains  the  same  as  last  year.  It  is  evident  that  the  respective 
owners  of  these  vessels  maintain  them  in  good  condition  and  decorative 
appearance. 

One  unauthorised  houseboat  remains  moored  in  this  district.  It  has 
been  impossible  to  trace  or  locate  its  true  owner,  and  as  the  vessel  is  now  in 
a derelict  condition  the  necessary  official  procedure  was  being  taken  at  the 
close  of  the  year  to  have  the  vessel  removed  and  to  have  the  surface  of  the 
ground  restored. 

Caravans  and  Camning  Sites 


The  total  number  of  caravan  sites  in  this  district  is  3.  Two  of 
these  ere  privately  oxmed  and  one  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Urban  District 
Council.  Minor  road  repairs  and  improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  Council 
oxvned  site,  and  minor  repairs  were  requested  at  one  of  the  other  sites  during 
the  course  of  the  year.  14  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  sites. 
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Caravans  and  Camping  Sites  (€ontd«) 

In  June  1963  work  commenced  on  the  construction  of  new  sanitary  accommo- 
dation in  the  Council  owned  Paring  Fields.  On  completion  these  conveniences  will 
prove  a boon  to  the  many  campers  who  frequent  the  camping  area  during  holiday 

periods .

The  practical  work  connected  with  rodent  control  is  carried  out  hy  a part 
tine  Operator  who  works  under  the  direction  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  The 
Department  is  able  to  give  prompt  and  regular  attention  to  all  complaints  of 
infestation  and  to  any  infestation  found  as  a result  of  survey. 

During  I963  a total  of  63  properties  were  treated  for  rodent  infestation. 
59  of  these  properties  were  found  to  be  rat  infested  and  in  4 cases  mice  were 
detected.  All  of  these  occurrences  were  of  a minor  nature  but  in  several  instances 
rat  proofing  measures  ivere  undertaken  by  property  owners. 

Mai don  Rural  District  Council  continue  operating  a rodent  control  service 
to  certain  farms  in  this  area,  and  have  contracts  by  which  they  visit  each  farm  at 
least  four  times  per  year.

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HOUSING 


At  the  end  of  1963,  and  3ince  their  introduction  by  Act  of  Parliament  4 
years  ago.  this  Council  had  approved  69  applications  for  Standard  Improvement 
Grants  from  owners  of  houses  constructed  pre  1945.  A total  of  45  of  these 
improvements  were  satisfactorily  completed  by  the  31st  December.  Throughout  these 
45  dwellings  - 32  internal  water  closets, 

43  baths  in  bathrooms , 

44  wash-hand  basins, 

45  hot  water  systems,  and 

28  food  larders 

have  been  provided. 

I am  pleased  to  record  that  there  was  a considerable  increase  over  last 
year  in  the  number  of  Standard  Grant  applications  received  from  owner  occupiers, 
but  unfortunately  applications  on  behalf  of  tenanted  dwellings  did  not  show  a 
corresponding  increase.  During  the  year  several  tenants  residing  in  private 
properties  requested  the  Department’s  help  to  have  their  landlords  modernise  their 
houses.  Each  request  was  conveyed  to  the  respective  property  owner  who  declined 
to  carry  out  any  improvements.  It  is  evident  that  tenanted  houses  form  the  hard 
core  of  the  problem  and  unless  compulsory  powers  are  given  to  Local  Authorities 
many  sub  standard  but  otherwise  substantial  dwelling  houses  in  this  district  will 
remain  without  the  basic  facilities  for  modern  living. 

The  number  of  Standard  Grant  applications  approved  during  1963  totalled  27. 
Of  this  total  23  were  from  owner  occupiers  and  only  4 concerned  tenanted  houses. 

This  Authority  considered  the  Discretionary  Improvement  Grant  schemes 
during  the  year  and  5 applications  were  approved.  Four  of  these  house  improvements 
were  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year,  and  work  commenced  on  the  fifth  dwelling 
to  provide  by  conversion  two  self  contained  modern  equipped  houses.  These  grants 
allow  owners  to  bring  their  properties  entirely  up  to  present  day  standards  thus 
giving  their  house’s  a great  many  more  years  of  serviceable  life. 

128  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
Improvement  Grant  schemes. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1957  and  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  & Local  Government  1962  circular  relating  to  unfit  houses  and  the  improve- 
ment of  houses  respectively,  a start  was  made  on  a general  housing  survey  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  to  ascertain  the  standard  of  fitness  of  all  dwelling  houses  and 
the  availability  of  modern  amenities  and  services.  This  information  will  prove  to 
be  of  great  value  in  dealing  with  the  problem  of  old  properties.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


For  a great  many  years  medical  science  has  had  to  deal  with  the  problem 
of  illnesses  due  to  contaminated  or  infected  foods  and,  in  particular,  the  causes 
and  cures.  Bacteriological  advances  have  established  both  and  have  prescribed 
the  means  of  prevention  and  control  which  are  defined  in  Regulations  in  relatively 
simple  terms.  The  Clean  Food  Regulations,  as  they  are  commonly  called,  primarily 
state  the  basic  requirements  for  personal  cleanliness  and  habits  to  be  observed 
and  practised  by  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food.  Unless  food  handlers 
are  conversant  with  these  basic  rules  and  principles  of  hygiene,  and  abide  by  them 
rigorously,  the  entire  clean  food  system  could  and  would  collapse.  Any  food  worker 
who  is  careless  and  neglects  elementary  personal  hygiene  can  infect  food  and  cause 
suffering  to  those  who  consume  it.  Infected  foods  are  unaltered  in  appearance  and 
neither  taste  nor  arouse  suspicion.

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It  is  fitting  to  record  that  several  local  food  premises  continue  to  be 
improved  and  their  progressive  owners  or  occupiers  have  to  be  congratulated. 
Improvements  however  major  or  minor  are  always  desirable.

The  registration  of  the  vendors  of  ice  cream  is  also  secured  by  the  Essex 
County  Council  Act  1933,  Section  158,  and  the  number  of  persons  registered  is  now

No  manufacture  of  ice  cream  is  carried  out  in  this  district. 

Sampling 


One  sample  of  oysters  and  3 samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Food  Complaints 

In  July  I received  a complaint  that  a crop  spray  had  contaminated 
raspberry  and  gooseberry  bushes  in  Allotments.  Investigations  revealed  that 
aerial  spraying  had  been  carried  out  during  the  previous  day  on  an  adjoining 
field  of  potatoes  and  it  was  evident  that  the  pesticide  spray  had  drifted  on 
to  soft  fruits  and  some  vegetables.  Letters  of  warning  were  sent  to  48  Allotment 
Holders  advising  then  of  the  possible  danger  of  eating  any  of  their  produce 
unless  first  prepared  and  washed  in  accordance  with  the  advice  given  in  the 
letters . 


Samples  of  the  fruits  and  leaves  were  taken  and  despatched  for  chemical 
analysis.  The  chemical  report  shewed  that  whilst  the  leaves  which  had  protected 
the  fruits  had  been  subjected  to  heavy  contamination,  the  fruit  had  only  suffered 
slightly  and  was  regarded  as  safe.  The  occurrence  was  fully  discussed  with  the 
persons  responsible  for  the  spraying  and  the  Public  Analyst,  and  an  assurance  was 
given  that  the  Department  would  be  advised  in  advance  of  any  future  aerial  spraying. 

No  other  food  complaints  were  lodged  during  the  year. 


Meat  Inspection 


The  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  continues  to  be  managed  and 
operated  in  a satisfactory  manner.  A sharp  reduction  in  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  during  the  year  is  noted  - 227  compared  with  385  in  19&2. 

On  1st  October  the  new  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  became  operative  and 
replaced  with  amendments  the  1924  - 1952  Regulations.  The  nain  provisions  are  that, 
except  where  the  Regulations  permit,  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  for  sale  for 
human  consumption  must  not  be  removed  from  the  place  of  slaughter  until  inspected, 
and  if  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  until  they  have  been  marked  and  stamped 
in  a certain  prescribed  manner.  With  certain  exceptions  24  hours  notice  of 
intention  to  slaughter  must  be  given  to  the  Local  Authority  in  whose  area  the 
slaughter  will  take  place.  Local  Authorities  are  empowered  to  charge  for  meat 
inspection  at  rates  not  exceeding  those  stipulated  in  the  Regulations.  Inspectors 
are  required  to  carry  out  on  each  and  every  animal  prescribed  detailed  examinations, 
and  circumstances  which  warrant  the  condemnation  of  meat  are  also  defined.  It  is 
the  duty  of  each  Local  Authority  to  enforce  these  Regulations. 

51  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting 
post  mortem  a total  of  22?  animals.

One  licence  was  granted  during  1962  permitting  the  use  of  approved 
equipment  for  the  boiling  of  waste  food  for  animal  feeding  purposes. 


COUNCIL  HOUSE  MANAGEMENT 

It  is  the  duty  and  responsibility  of  this  Department  to  ensure  that  all 
Council  houses  are  properly  maintained  and  supervised.  All  repairs  were  carried 
out  by  local  Contractors  but,  tox'/ards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  selected 
one  man  to  be  employed  full  time  under  my  direction  on  the  maintenance  of  the 
232  Council  houses.  The  appointment  w ill  take  effect  from  early  in  January  1964 
and,  whilst  it  will  be  impossible  for  this  person  to  carry  out  all  repairs,  he 
will  be  carrying  the  main  burden  of  the  practical  repair  work. 

During  the  month  of  February  I carried  out  and  completed  a survey  of  all 
Council  houses,  primarily  to  determine  their  extent  of  utilisation.  Only  in  two 
cases  were  houses  found  to  be  legally  overcrowded  and  in  both  instances  the  over- 
crowdings were  abated  when  members  of  the  families  married  and  left.  The  problem 
of  the  under-occupied  houses  was  considered  bjr  the  Council  and  it  was  agreed  that 
transfers  of  tenancies  could  be  arranged,  so  that  single  persons  and  couples 
occupying  two  or  three  bedroomed  houses  could  exchange,  if  willing,  with  tenants 
having  larger  families.  An  under-occupied  house  is  one  having  rooms  surplus  to 
the  needs  of  the  resident  family.  The  situation  has  both  advantages  and  disadvan- 
tages and  mainly  arises  due  to  the  natural  decline  in  family  members.  An  extra 
room  is  an  asset  in  illness  or  for  the  occasional  use  of  visiting  relatives  and 
friends.  It  affords  space  and  seclusion  for  private  pursuits  and  studies  but 
undoubtedly  in  some  cases  it  is  unwanted  and  could  be  a tax  on  limited  resources 
of  strength  and  income. 

In  November  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government  approved,  with  the 
aid  of  Improvement  Grants,  a scheme  for  bringing  41  sub  standard  pre  1945  Council 
houses  into  conformity  with  modern  standards.  Work  commenced  before  the  end  of  the 
year  to  equip  38  of  these  houses  with  a wash-hand  basin,  one  house  with  a hot  water 
system  and  wash-hand  basin  and  two  bungalows  with  a bathroom,  hot  water  system  and 
wash-hand  basin.  When  this  work  is  completed  early  in  1964  all  Council  houses, 
except  4 scheduled  for  demolition,  will  t>e  equipped  with  the  modern  standard  amenities.

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A further  57  properties  were  redecorated  during  1963  and  this 
brings  the  total  number  of  properties  now  conforming  to  the  overall  colour 
scheme  to  181.
